Sudden Deoilste of David Blgelow Ear- 


ly Sunday Morning—Cause, Apo- 


plexy—Verdict of the Cor- 


oner's Jury.

It becomes our tad duty to announce 


the sudden dealh of David Higtlow, one 
of our beat known citizens and for nine- 
teen years a teucher in the Macon caunty 
schools. lie brcalbecl had last in Kldo- 
rado boso house 
Sunday, 
November 


IBlh, 1H7W, at about 1:80 o'clock, resulting 
from a stroke of apoplexy. 


Thu particulars of his death as gather- 


ed from gentlemen who weru with him up 
to a few minutes before he paused away, 
are about as follows: He was in his usual 
apparent good health when he left home 
Saturday evening about tt;'it) o'clock, and 
was seen Iu tho vicinity of the potuofllcu 
where ho conversed with bid friends in bis 
usual pleasant manger. Between eight 
and nlno o'clock going down East Ccrro 
Uordu slreol, he met Mr. Oliver McBrldc, 
whom ho had not seen to converge with 
for nearly eight months, The two gen- 
tlemen pasted the compliments of the 
evening, and deceased suggested that bis 
companion walk along down toward J. 
T. Denton & CO.'B grocery store. 
Mr. 


McBrlde,having nothing else to do at tbnt 
time, readily consented, and loth walked 
along togelber. 
Passing Finn & Hostel- 


ler's drug store, on Morgan street, Mr. 
liigelow stepped in und got a Chicago pa- 
per and came out immediately, having to 
gel the paper himself as ihe proprietors 
were both busy in Ihe back parl of tho 
store. He and McBriJo ihcn passed on 
down to Eldorado street and cast to Dau- 
bunspcck's restaurant where tho gentle- 
men stood for three quarters of on hour, 
talking about things past and present.— 
As Ihey Htood there Thos. L. Antrim, \V. 
.1. Myers, Policemen Tim Condon aad 
John Tucker, aud other 
friends and 


neighbors of Mr. Rlgelow pusscd by, to 
whom he, bowed and spoke. At the sug 
geslion of Mr. McHride, who remarked 
that he wanted to go to tin1 I'nion depot 
to meet his room-mate, Conductor Horace 
Morgan, who arrived on No. -Hi from St. 
Louis at !Mfi, Mr. liigelow Ihcn accompa- 
nied him, saying he would go from there 
home.

Becoming impatient, h 
fixed Mr. ISigelow in a comfortable po»l 
lion, am! ran to the waiting-room, wlier 
he found Tucker and Condon standing h; 
tho stove. Calling them outj and statin, 
the condition of nll'air.', all three went t 
the place where Mr. liigelow was lying 
Entertaining the, singular idea thai th 
stricken man wua under tho influence o 
stimulunt!i, the police stood himon his fee 
and took him across the 1 , I). & '; 'vncl 
and laid him ou the grass under the tret's, 
where they watched over him while the 
train passed by and Ihe people went awa\. 
They thought they were acting sensibly, 
and instead of taking their charge home, 
they half carried him to Eldorado hose 
houne, just east of the Illinois Cenlrul 
railroad; the door was unlocked, and Ihey 
took him in ami laid him down nn some 
runts 
und 
wraps that were hanging 


against the wall. The police anil Mr. 
McltivJo remained with him until the 


10.40 
train arrived, when the policemen 


left t > go lo Ihe Irain. Mr. McBride re- 
mained with Mr. Uigclnw, who then seem- 
I'd to he sleeping soundly, until the, ofll- 
cers returned, when lie departed, heliev- 
iug ihnl h!n friend would soon recover»ml 
go home ail right 
The police saw that 


everything was all right, as they suppos- 
ed, and then, returned to the depot, auJ 
did not return for an hour. They then 
observed thai Mr. Bigclow \vu.« br-ailuiig 
very bi'aviiy, and toiitVoril him re'i'-: they 
turned him over on his side. They ngmu 
left him, und did not return for nearly 
half an hour, wben VMTJ ihine wemed as 
still as death. The officers then becntue 


larmed, and Policeman Tucker battened 


Dr. Rlbley't residence, and when the 


hytlclan arrived, at about 1:80 a. m., 
Javid Blgelow was dead.

man's face was black at crape, and the 


elm of hit neck stood out like whip 
ords.

trians early in the morning, and with 
good weather, which is now possible, 
everything will pass off pleasantly. 


The train from Qalena bearing Oen. 


Grant arrived at Park Bow, on South 
Side, promptly at 1 o'clock. At one 
time the rain was falling heavily, bat in 
a few minutes the clouds lifted and tho 
sun shone brightly. 
Gen. Grant alight- 


ed with his party from the special oar 
of President Ackcrman, of tho Illinois 
Central Railroad, and took a Hat in the 
carriage provided for him. 


The procession moved in the follow- 


ing direction from Park Row: 
North 


on Michigan avenue to Washington, 
west to State, north to Lake, west to 
Clark, south to Washington, west to 
Franklin, south to Monroe, east to La- 
Salle, north to Madison, east to Dear- 
born, south to Adams, west to Clark, 
south to Van Buren, east to Btate.north 
to Madison, east to Wabssh avenue and 
south on Wabasb avenue until dismiss- 
ed. Gen. Grant left tbe procession at 
tbe Palmer House and reviewed it trom 
a temporary balcony. It was of great 
length, requiring over two hours to pass 
a given point. 


There was a large and appreciative 


crowd along the whole I me of march, 
who cheered the notable members and 
organizations of the procession, but 
gave their loudest applauses to Generals 
Grant, Sherman and Sheridan. 


Alter the review Oon. Grant was 


formally welcomed by Mayor Harrison, 
who Kiioko in the rotunda of tho I'ti- 
mer House, 


Tho Mayor welcomed him as one of 


the most renowned of American citi- 
itens, whose journey around the world 
had been watched 
with feelings of 


gratification; that his passport was aim- 
ply that of an American oitiien.

alluded to tho services of tieu. Grant 
during tho late war, to his generosity 
toward Gen. Lee, and his elevation to 
the Presidency. 


The speech waa applauded heartily.
